A collision was barely averted 
when the leading taxi sought to dash 
into the White House grounds, but 
was blocked by a motorcycle officer 
who jammed his machine squarely in 
the cab’s path.

Trial of Former Attend- 
ant for Murder.

Inside the house there will 
be more secret service men. In fact, 
no one will be permitted to see the 
president-elect unless he has been in- 
vited. or has an appointment.

_ The Founder's Day dinner of the 
institution, at wKich Mr. Roosevelt 
spoke, came at the end of several 
hours of rest in his cottage on the 
hilltop above the hospital grounds, 
which several years ago was_ nick- 
named the “little White House.”

SEA ISLAND, Ga., Nov. 24.—(#) 
The king of France ate turkey breast 
and his court got the drumsticks 50 
years before the Pilgrims gave their“ 
Thursday party and called it Thanks- 
giving. And the turkeys came from 
islands off the Georgia coast—Guale 
it was called then. 

The Thanksgiving fowl that: is so 
closely associated with the Pilgrims 
in history and lore was shipped to 
Europe and domesticated in 1575, 
about 50 years before the Pilgrims 
ae Pig on Plymouth Rock, 

Id chronicles reveal that in 1575 
a French fleet of 60 saila came to 
a roadstead off St. Simons Island and 
traded with Indians of Guale for tur- 
keys, sassafras and pelts of deer and 
beaver. More than 10,000 turkeys 
were shipped to France in one year. 
The Indians caught the turkeys on 


this island and its neighbors—Jekyl, 


St. Siméns and Sapeloe. Spain owned 
the islands. but France got the birds. 

The French king.ate his first tur- 
key in 1575 and the fowl became 4 
royal bird because only a few persons 
could afford the price of one. 

The big red-headed. bird is Améri- 
ca’s only contribution among domesti- 
eated fowls. It is. such a- typical 
American bird that Benjamin Frank- 
lin wanted to make the turkey the 
emblem on the great..seal of the 
United. States. The bird is game, 
smart and swift. Hunters say wild 
busne? are the noblest birds of them 
all 


In fact, turkeys are known as 
“American birds’ in many sections of 
the. world, especially in the country 
of Turkey. 

The islands that gave white men 
their first turkeys . still are well 
stoeked with the birds.

Women’s Committee 


Honor has again been conferred 
upon Mrs, Joseph R. Lamar, of At- 
lanta, one of the most prominent wom- 
en in Georgia, in that she has been 
appointed a member of the national 
women’s committee to co-operate with 

“welfare and relief mobilization 

1932. The appointment came 
through Mrs. Nicholas F. Brady, of 
New York city, chairman of the 
board of directors of Girl Scouts of 
America. Mrs. Herbert Hoover is hon- 
orary chairman of the committee, and 
Newton D. Baker is chairman of 
mobilization. 

The newly organized women’s com- 
mittee when completed will include 
over 500 women, selected because of 
their leadership in welfare work in 
every section of the country. It is be- 
ing formed because of the necessity of 
convincing responsible people in ev- 
ery community that the whole pro- 
gram of welfare services, including 
that of character building agencies, 
must be maintained during this emer- 
gency, and that it is necessary to sus- 
tain courage and strengthen morale as 
a part of any relief program. 

The national women’s committee 
will operate through an executive of- 
fice by establishing contact with the 
various women’s organizations inter- 
ested in these services. It will organ- 
ize women’s committees in the local 
communities. It will disseminate in- 
formation on the need for these serv- 
ices and generally indicate the na- 
tional viewpoint on local activities. 

Mrs. Lamar is an influential lead- 
er, and is well qualified to accept the 
appointment upon this important com- 
mittee, She believes that no issue in 
the United States is as important as 
that of caring for those dislodged 
from wage-earning security by the eco- 
nomic depression. She is the widow 
of Justice Joseph Rucker Lamar, of 
the United States supreme court, and 
is honorary life president@of the Na- 
tional Society of Colonial Dames of 
America and an honorary life mem- 
ber of the Georgia Bar Association. 
During the World War Mrs. Lamar 
served as a member of the womens 
committee and field division of -the 
Council of National Defense. 

In making a statement to the press 
upon her work, Mrs. Lamar said: 
“The immediate need now 
that the welfare and relief needs of 
each community are adequately met 
this winter so that not only food and 
shelter will be supplied, but that 
those other indispensable services are 
maintained—hospitals, nursing and 
medical assistance for those who are 
ill; courage, guidance and recreation 
facilities for both our youth and their 
elders.

Alonzo Stagg, his hair gray and his face reflecting the ‘splendid 
character which has made him perhaps the nation’s number one | 
man in football, was an honor guest at the game here today | 
when Vanderbilt and Alabama met.

He is something of a landmark, I think, something epitomiz- 
ing the greatness of the game he has honored.

It is the best game for a boy wishing to enjoy competitive sports | 
in college. I know nothing of the pro game. I am intérested | 
onty in college sports.”

AND RUN WILD 


Colgate Backs Outdo 
Houdini in Thoroughly 
Shellacking Foes.

PROVIDENCE, R. I, N Nov. 24.— 
It took Colgate’s Red Raiders to stop 
the game all-season march of the 
Brown Bear, and when Colgate’s 
Raiders had finished the job ‘there 
was practically nothing left of the 
Brown Bear’s pelt except a few 
scarred patches. 
As a Thanksgiving sun scattered 
gray clouds and warmed up ice-laden 
winds, Colgate predominated by the 
wide margin of 21-0 in a varied, rip- 
ping assault that include’ three 
touchdowns, a safety and a goal after 
touchdown, with only a field goal 
overlooked in the Colgate arsenal of 
destruction.

It consisted of 
single and double reverses, spinners, 
forwards and laterals, fake reverses 
and double passes which finally had 
the scrappy Brown defense careening

THE DEBTS MESSAGE. 


' In his message to our foreign 
debtors President Hoover reviews 
{n detail the circumstances under 
which these debts were incurred, 
the concessions which have been 
made by the United States and the 
reasons why the December 15th 
payments should be made before 
additional negotiations are entered 
into as to the manner in which the 
balance of the debts shall be paid. 

The president emphatically in- 
forms the debtor nations that this 
country is in no mood to consider 
cancellation. He calls attention to 
the fact that while the other allied 
nations were beneficiaries of the 
German reparations agreement, the 
United States declined to accept 
compensation of any kind for its 
war losses and expenses. 

If now, therefore, we should can- 
cel what remains of the so-called 
“war debts”—which are in reality 
Joans made after the war had ended 
and for reconstruction purposes— 
we would be put in the position of 
bearing more than our share of the 
financial burden of the war and not 
having received a dollar in return 
in the way of reparations. 

As the president points out, these 
loans were made by the United 
States on the assumption that they 
would be paid, or else they would 
not have been granted. 

While definitely assuming the 
position that “the American people 
should not be called on to make 
further sacrifices,’ the president 
points out that, if the debtor na- 
tions are unable to pay in cash, 
there are other forms of tangible 
compensation, such as expansion of 
markets for the products of Ameri- 
can agriculture and laber. He sets 
forth that— 


There are other possible compensa- 
tions in economic relations which 
might be developed on study which 
would contribute to recovery of prices 
and trade. Such compensations could 
he made mutually 
These things might serve to overcome 
difficulties of exchange in some coun- 
tries and to meet the question of in- 
ability of some of them otherwise to 
pay. 

The world economic conference will 
convene in a few months to deal with

matters of the deepest import to eco- 
nomic recovery of the world and of 
ourselves as well. A world disarma- 
ment conference is now in progress. 
And I must reiterate that the prob- 
lem of foreign debts has in the Ameri- 
ean mind very definite relationship 
to the problem of disarmaments and 


the continuing burden which competi- | 


tive armaments impose upon ns and 
the rest of the world. There are, 
therefore, important avenues of mu- 
tual advantage which should be genu- 
inely explored, 

A similar suggestion for the han- 
dling of the war debt problem was 
made during the recent campaign by 
former.

United States under a plan which 
would give certain rebates to be 
applied as a credit against the war 
debts. 

In a Statement Tuesday, Presi- 
dent-elect Roosevelt expresses his 
confidence that, with the acknowl- 
edgment of the principle that 
these debts should be paid, little 
difficulty need be expected im ar- 
riving at an equitable basis for pay- 
ment. “Once these principles of 
the debt relationships are establish- 
ed and recognized,’ he points out, 
“the methods by which contacts 
between our government and the 
debtor nations may be provided are 
matters of secondary importance.’ 

Certainly there are many ways 
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advantageous. | 
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in justice to the United States, 
and without injustice to our debtor 
nations. 

We have garnered most of the 
gold of the world and raised tariff 
walls which have closed our ports 
to the trade of the world. Our 
foreign debts cannot be paid in 
gold because our debtors have not 
the gold with which to pay. They 
cannot be paid in trade that can- 
not get over our tariff walls. 

So if ,we expect payment we 
must co-operate to reach a reason- 
able basis and upon the theory that 
there will be no cancellation. 

We showed our good faith by 
granting the year’s moratorium. 
Our debtor countries must now 
manifest their good faith by mak- 
ing the deferred payments due. 

Then it will be up to us to see 
what can be done as to the when 
and how of the future payments. 


EXPENSIVE “AID.” 

The extent to which govern- 
mental “aid’’ to impracticable 
schemes for the supposed benefit 
of the public has pyramided the 
burden of taxation is .commented 
upon by Eugene Dodd, prominent 
Atlanta attorney, in a communica- 
tion appearing elsewhere in this 
page. 

Numerous bureaus have been es- 
tablished to do work on an elabo- 
rate and expensive scale which 
should have been done, if done at 
all, at little or no expense as part 
of the routine of already estab- 
lished departments. Coincident with 
the authorization of these bureaus 
have come large appropriations for 
their conduct. 

Once started, the ball was kept 
rolling by the constant creation of 
new bureaus and the enlargement 
of those already created. Before, 
and even since, the bubble broke 
in 1929, about all that was neces- 
sary to bring into existence some 
new governmental agency was for 
a group of citizens to appear in 
Washington with a new, and gen- 
erally far-fetched and impracticable, 
scheme for the benefit of ‘‘the 
people.”’ 

Thus the government passed out 
the millions first to one group and 
another until soon there came into 
being the mushroom growth of bu- 
reaus, commissions and commit- 
tees with which Washington is now 
cluttered. 

These generally useless agencies, 
whose creation Mr. Dodd suggests 
is largely attributable to political 
reasons, are responsible for a ma- 
terial portion of the intolerable 
burden of federal taxation now be- 
ing borne by the people of the 
United States. 

We have had far too much of the 
sort of centralized, paternalistic 
government under which we 4re 
now struggling. We will be better 
off without it. The federal gov-

A Japanese, aged 26, bowed in rev- 
erence before the altar of the Yasu- 
kuni shrine, near Tokyo. Then from 
the left sleeve of his coat he drew a 
short dagger knife. His left hand 
he laid on the top of the offertory 
chest. Quickly, but with no show of 


emotion, he drew the blade across 
the base of his little finger on the 
left hand, reports the Tokyo corre- 
spondent of the British United Press. 
He picked up the severed finger and 
placed it in an envelope upon which 
was written in Japanese characters, 
“An offering to the spirits of the 
heroes.” With a gesture of reverence 
he dropped the envelope into the chest. 
He then threw the blood-stained knife 
into the ablution water basin at the 
foot of the altar and turned to walk 
away. 

A gendarme, noticing the blood drip- 
ping from the worshipper’s hand, de- 
tained him and learned the following: 
He was Yoshio Yaguchi, a farmer, 
aged 26. On April 25, 1932, he was 
called up for active military service 
and sent to Woosung forts, near 
Shanghai. Before he saw any actual 
fighting the truce between Japanese 
and Chinese forces there was de- 
clared and Yaguchi was sent back to 
Japan, 

But young Yaguchi was most con- 
scientious. He thought of his coun- 
trymen and his comrades who had 
died and worried because they had 
been forced to give up their lives, 
while he had been permitted to return 
unscathed. His worry led to his visit 
to Tokyo and to his sacrifice. He ex- 
plained that he would have made the 
offering to the shrine earlier but that 
he could not get together enough 
money for some weeks to pay his fare 
and expenses.

LONDON, Nov. 24.—(#)—George 
Bernard Shaw, making his annual 
appearance before his beloved Fabian 
Society tonight, preached revolution, 


remarked that nothing was likely to 
come of his preaching, and declared 
that the substitution ‘‘of Mr. Roose- 
velt for Mr. Hoover won’t make any 
difference to anybody.” 

His address was “in praise of Guy 
Fawkes,” of Gunpowder Plot fame. 

“For 48 years I have been making 
public speeches and I have not pro- 
duced the slightest effect,” Shaw said. 
“IT have solved all the world’s prob- 
lems time and time again and still 
they go on being insoluble.” 

This did not prevent him from 
solving them once more. With a 
vengeance he lashed out at the world 
at large, disclosing, among other 
things, that he was enthusiastic for 
some form of dictatorship in England, 

He didn’: care, he said, whether it 
was of the Mussolini type, the Stalin} 
type or the sort advocated by Sir Os- 
wald Mosely, who is trying to build 
up a British fascist party. 

Sir Oswald, he averred, is one of 
few men facing the realties of Eng- 
land’s problems, 

“You will hear more of Sir Oswald 
before you are through with him,” 
Shaw said. 

He saw no good at all in modern 
elections, which, he declared, have 
come to be just one stampede after 
another. “The most magnificent 
stampede of all was the American

NEW HAVEN, Conn., Nov. 24.— 
(P)—An operating loss of $278,096.23 
for the academic year 1931-1932 at- 
tributed to “the lower return from its 
investments” was reported in the an- 
nual financial report of Yale Univer- 
sity. issued today. The operating defi- 
cit was the first incurred by the unt- 
versity in 25 years. 

To offset the decrease in revenue 
from its investments, the treasurers 
report said, economies were made in 
the 1932-1933 budget “with the result 
that the budget of the university for 
the current year shows total savings 
of $431,692.93 in Yale’s estimated ex- 
penditures for 1932-1933 as compared 
with the amount actually expended in 
1931-1932.” 

Exclusive of contributions to the 
building funds, net additions to the 
university’s permanent endowment to- 
taled $1,523,619.37 for the year 1931- 
1932, bringing the total of Yale’s en- 
dowment funds for all purposes to 
$95.320,170.98 on June 30, 1932. 

The university reported it received 
an average yield of. about 4.50 per cent 
for the year ending last June 30, com-

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Conference Trial for Sus- 
pended Sparta Minister 
Fails To Develop. 


Complaints against Rev. Rembert 
G. Smith, of Sparta, did not come be- 
fore the North Georgia Methodist eou- 
ference Thursday, according to infvr- 
mation obtained by The Constitution 
Thursday night. Failure of a deti- 
nite move toward a new trial for the 
minister suspended one year ago was 
interpreted to mean that a reconcilia- 
tion between Dr. Smith and Bishop 
John M. Moore and cabinet is likely. 

Under conference procedure, the 
case of Dr. Smith was scheduled to be 
called Thursday morning and it had 
been expected that his unwillingness 
to enter a confession of “contumacy 
and sowing of dissension”—or “per- 
tinacious resistance to authority’— 
would result in the filing of a new 
complaint and probably a_ secon! 
church trial. 

At the 1931 conference, held in At- 
lanta, Dr. Smith was suspended for 
‘high unministerial conduct and gross 
imprudence.” He has since figured 
in litigation against bishops and other 
church dignitaries charged by him 
with having thrown the Methodist 
chureh on the side of the republican 
party in the 1928 campaign. Since 
his suspension he has taught a Pres- 
byterian Sunday school class ut 
Sparta. 

It was understood Thursday night 
that as a result of several confer- 
ences between Dr. Smith, Bishop 
Moore and the cabinet that the snus- 
pended minister’s name would be 
again inscribed on the conference roll, 
without further delay or trial, and 
that he would automatically become 
eligible for assignment in this confer- 
ence or transfer to another one. Un- 
less complaints are registered against 
him here, or at the Oklahoma confer- 
ence, he has been offered admission to 
the official Oklahoma Methodist body 
on condition that this conference ac- 
cept a minister from that state. 

Developments preceding Thursday's 
conference included the visit of a del- 
egation of nine men from Sparta, 
where Dr. Smith was serving as pas- 
tor at the time of his suspension, to 
Bishop Moore.

rule solely with the presidential au- 
thority. 

Now there must be found a man 
who has the confidence not only of 
the president but of the reichstag. The 
politicians say there is no such man, 
that the parties cannot be united in 
any combination behind any individ- 
ual now in sight. The only way out 
of this situation, it is pretty generally 
agreed, is by the formation of another 
“presidial” cabinet. 

Colonel Yon Papen, whose resigna- 
tion in the face of a hostile reichstag 
precipitated the present crisis, may be 
recalled, or the chancellorship may be 
entru: d to someone else who will 
pledge himself to follow out Von Pa- 
pen’s program at home and abroad. 

A number of candidates have been 
mentioned in the political gossip. One 
favorite is Albert Heinrich Von 
Schnee, who had a long career in the 
colonial service before the war and 


was the German member of the Lytton 


commission which investigated the sit- 


uation in the far east for the League 
'of Nations. 


Captain Goering insisted tonight 
that the way was still open for ne- 
gotiation between Hitler and the pres- 
ident. The president’s letter to Hit- 
ler seemed to bear him out, for Von 
Hindenburg, expressing his apprecia- 
tiog of Hitler’s assistance, wrote,

Some of the exciting adventures of 
the late Henry Clay Folger, one-time 
Standard Oil president, in a 45-year 
period collecting Shakespearean man- 
uscripts, paintings and rare editions 
which now fill the library bearing 
his name, were related in Atlanta 
Thursday by Dr. John Quincy Ad- 
ams, director of the Folger Shake- 
speare Library, upon his arrival here 
to deliver the principal address to- 
night at the meeting of the Modern 
Language Teachers of the Southeast. 

The association, which is headed 
by Nolan A. Goodyear, of Emory 
University, will open a two-day ses- 
sion at the Atlanta Biltmore at 1:30 
today. Dr. Adams’ address, “Stage 
Manuscripts of Shakespeare,” will be 
the high spot of the dinner at 7:30 
tonight. 

Folger Shakespeare library was 
opened in Washington in 1930. It 
was built of Georgia marble at a cost 
of between two and three million 
dollars and is supported by a $10,- 
000,000 endowment fund. It is s0 
complete, according to its director, 
o person can successfully work on 
Elizabethan literature and English 
history without consulting the Folger 
collection. 

On one occasion, Dr. Adams fe- 
lates, a first edition of “Titus An- 
dronicus” turned up in the home of 


he read press accounts of the find, 
cabled an agent in London $160,000 
and instructed him to charter a boat 


and get the rare volume. Other col- 
lectors cabled also but they failed to 
charter a boat. 

“Or, to drop from the sublime to 
ridiculous,” Dr. Adams added, “when 
Queen Elizabeth’s corsets turned ‘up 
all the collectors ordered them by 
mail.
